INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of Itie 
international ^implication. It should hovvever be emphasized that, since all parts of the littemotional application (d«ms, 
( te acrytio n and drawings) may be amended during the intematbnal preliminary examination procedure, tfiere is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article tSexoept where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be pufofished 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason lor amending the claims before intemaliond pbulication. 
Furthetmore, it should tie emptiasized that provbional protection is ovalable in some States only. 



What pmtM of tfie lnterr>atlonal appUcatton may be amended? 

Under Article 19, only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the daims may also be amended (or furtlier amended) under Article 34 t)efore 
tfie international Preliminary Examirnng Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Aftide 34 before the International Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of ttie international application may be amended under Article 28 
or, where appUoaUe, Artide 41 . 



When? Within 2 monttn from the dale of transmittd of tfie intemationdsearoh report or 16 months fm 

date, whichever time fimit expires later. It should be noted, however, ttiat the amendments wiO be considered 
«i having t)een recehred on time if they are reoerved t>y ttie International Bureau after tfie expiration of the 
applicable time imit kiiM belbm the ooinplelion of ttie technical preparations for international puUicdion 
(Rule 46.1). 



Where not to file the emendmenU? 

The amendments may only be filed witti tfie International Bureau and not with tfie receiving Office or the 
Intemdional Seardwig Auttiorfty (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for intematbnal prefiminary exaimnalion has been^ filed, see bebw. 



How? Eilfier by cancdfing one or more entire daims, by adding one or more new daims or l>y amending the text of 

one or more of the daims as filed. 

A repi ace ment sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the daima which , on aoeount of an amendment or 
amendments, differs Urom tfie sheet originally filed. 

All the daims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numtsered in Arabic numerals. Where adaim is 
canbdied, no renumtsering of the ottier claims is required. In afl cases where daims are renumtiered, ttiey must 
tie renumbered consecutively (Administrflthfe Instru ct i ons, Section 205(b)). 

The amendmenU must be made in the language In which thelntomattonal application la to be pubilahed. 



What documenu must/may accompany the amendmenU? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted witti a letter. 

The letter will not be published with tfie intemationd appGcation and the amended daims. H should not be 
confused witti ttie "Statement under Artide 1 9(1)* (see below, under 'Statement under Aftide 19(1)'). 

The letter must be In English or French, at ttie choice d the applicant However, tt the language of the 
International application Is English, ttie letter must be bi English; If the language of the International application 
Is French, the letter must be In Frencti.

It must be bi the language In which the bitemaUonal appp B caUon Is to be pulilished. 
It must be brief, not exceecfing 500 words if in English or if translated into Engish. 

R should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the (Sffsrsncss between the dam 
as filed and as amended, tt must be tied on a separate sheet and must Im identified as such by s hsadvig, 
preferably by using the words 'Staten>ent under Artide 1 9(1).* 

It may not contain any dbparaging oommenis on the intemattonal search report or the rstovanee of citatiorw 
contained in that report. Reference to dtalions, relevant to a given daim, contained in the intemationd search 
report may be made only in cormedion with an amendment of that daim. 



Consequence If a deman d for tntamatlonal piellmlnaiy examination has alrsady been filed 

If, at the time of fiKng ariy amendments under Article 1 9, a demartd fbr international prdiminafy examlnatton 
has already l>een sut)mitted, the applicant must preferably, at the same time of filing the amendments wfth the 
Intemslional Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the Intemalional Preliminary Exammirig
